I tested positive for COVID-19 in 
March, and felt the panic that grips 
you when your lungs are starved 
from oxygen. I now fear for my 
Chicano-Korean son, as attacks on 
Asian-American communities 
escalate because of the racists who 
labeled coronavirus a “Chinese 
virus.” As White men with guns 
demand business as usual in the 
face of over 66% of coronavirus 
deaths being suffered by People of 
Color, it is all too clear that White 
Supremacy is both business as 
usual and a violent epidemic 
attacking us. 


These violent symptoms point to an 
illness that has gripped this 
country since its birth and has 
been embedded into its very DNA. 
The murders of George Floyd, 
Ahmaud Arbery, Breonna Taylor 
and Tony McDade are painfully 
visible manifestations of this 
epidemic. This illness is around us 
— impacting us differently, yet 
none of us are free from it. For 
those of us who can’t ignore the 
symptoms, we need all people to 
see them as parts of the same 
sickness: White Supremacy. 


As our Black sisters and brothers 
suffer on both the frontlines of 
police brutality, while bearing the 
refusal of health care systems to 
value Black lives, and an economic 
system built on the enslavement 
and elimination of Black and 
Brown bodies, we know there will 
be no vaccine for White 
Supremacy. And any inequitable 
and insufficient “fixes” to address 
these ills will keep the system of 
White Supremacy firmly in place, 
failing to transform and heal the 
systems that privilege White bodies 
and White lives.
